21.—Two British light 
cruisers, the Nottingham and Falmouth, 
were sunk on Saturday in the North sea 
by German submarines while the vessels

The New York World is perturbed over the glo- 
rious injustice it conceives is done the party of its 
affiliation by the insinuation that a review of im- 
portant committee chairmanships in the house of 
representatives reveals the southern control of De- 
mocracy.

and therefore by the futomatic action of the rule 
of seniority the southern man rises inevitably to the 
top and stays there. | 

What consolation this offers the northern Demo- 
erat we do not pretend to see. It may comfort his 
impotence, but as an explanation that fails to ex- 
plain we may commend it enthusiastically. 

What the World does disclose is that the solidity 
of the south, its changeless partisanism, is a con- 
tinuing factor in Democratic policy and administra- 
tion, and that in this administration and future 
Democratic administrations, if there are to be any, 
the situation will remain the same. 

Republicanism is uot sectional because it must 
always fight for its victories. Democracy is sec- 
tional because it preserves the unchanging solidity 
of southern partisanism as the foundation of its 
strength.

Mr. Hay has been guided in his general folly 
by former Adjt. Gen. Ainsworth. Gen. Ainsworth 
was a political soldier, for a time with great influ- 
ence with congress. He is bitterly opposed to Gen. 
Wood. The Hay clause in the revision of the 
articles of war would have unloosed his tongue 
and would have permitted him to begin an attack 
upon Gen. Wood which, it can be said in advance, 
would have been unjustified, rancorous, and not 
only damaging to a soldier who could not defend 
himself but prejudicial to the army system. 

President Wilson vetoed the bill and sent it back 
to congress to have the offending Hay provision 
stricken out. The president, whatever his attitude 
toward Gen. Wood—and it is not believed that he 
particularly cares whether Gen. Ainsworth scores 
Gen. Wood or not—does not intend to relinquish

BABY FOOD FOR HOT 


WEATHER. 

H natural food for a baby at ali 

seasons is breast milk. It needs no 

ice. It was devised for human 

babies. Mothers will save them- 
' selves from trouble and their ba- 
dies from sickness by using it. Prac- 
tically every mother can give enough 
milk for her baby if she will eat plain 
food in sufficient but not too great quan- 
tities, will not worry, will get plenty of 
sleep, and will not nurse the baby dur- 
ing the night or oftener than once every 
three or four hours during the day. 

Presuming that some mothers will 
want to artificially feed their babies, 
what is the best substitute? Cow’s milk, 
provided. Provided what? Provided the 
milk is clean, fresh, cold, and properly 
pasteurized and provided the house is 


Unless these conditions can be met liquid 
cow’s milk is not the second best food 
for a baby in hot weather. 

Dr. Williams' studies showed that 
about half the families where there were 
babies did not get ice in the hot weath- 
er. Of those that got it few had ice 
boxes efficient enough to keep milk from 
spoiling. On this statement of the case 
more than half the babies not breast fed 
are now taking condensed milk or in- 
fant’s food or would be better off if they 
were. In the absence of ice and an ice 
box no properly informed physician or 
nurse will take a baby off condensed 
milk or infant’s food and put him on 
lHquid milk.

Unsweetened condensed or evaporated 
milk contains about 70 per cent water, 
about 11 per cent milk sugar, 8.5 per 
cent fat. It is sterile at the time of 
opening of the can.

One of the arguments against evapo- 
rated milk is that the milk lacks a nec- 
essary something because of having been 
heated. For many years Dr. Jacobi, the 
dean of children’s: specialists, has held 
that in hot weather children should 
drink milk that has been boiled. In re- 
cent years many authorities have sus- 
tained Dr. Jacobi’s position.

BRITISH CHARGE TRAPS GERMANS 
UNDERGROUND IN SOMME BATTLE 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMTES IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 19.—[Via London, Aug. 
20.J— What two battalions did and how 
they did it was the most thrilling inci- 
dent of the last twenty-hour hours of 
sensational fighting from the Ancre to 
the Somme. The struggle went on in 
freakish August weather, with alternate 
cloudbursts and flashes of lightning, rain- 
bows and sunshine. 

All along the line from the south of the 
Ancre the British left their trenches, 
while the French were hard at it on 
their right. The time chosen was 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, while the 
big attacks of July 1 and 14 were in the 
early morning. 

Two battalions were on the left with 
more guns to help them, probably, than 
any two battalions that ever made a 
charge. One hundred cannon were en- 
gaged in making a curtain of flre on their 
front. Nothing in the whole offensive 
was so dramatically staged or had a 
greater success. 

| ~o 

The Germans still held on in their old 
first line trenches, where their machine 
guns brought up from undestroyed dug- 
outs held out the British on July L 

Sharper and sharper grew the angle of 
the new British line to the old German 
first line, until on the map it looked im- 
possible for troops to survive in such a 
salient. Nevertheless, the Germans 
stuck to those elaborate defenses of near- 
ly two years’ preparation, with 2 
thirty or forty feet under ground. 

Through galleries running from dugout 
to dugout the Germans had a subway for 
bringing up rifies and food. They led a 
regular life. At night those not on guard 
went to bed in their cellar bunks as com- 
fortably as in PuHmans and during the 
day they played cards when not sent out 
into shell craters to snipe the Britishers. 


— 

Yesterday afternoon the British guns 
were pounding away as usual at this 
sector, which is called the Leipsic re- 
doubt, when the British, thanks to a new 
system for taking care of machine guns 
and with a quick burst of artillery prep- 
aration covering their charge, appeared 
on the jump through the doors of their 
dugouts. 

In one capaclous German dugout, 
equipped with beds, tables, and cup- 
boards, 6 officers and' 170 men surrendered 
in a body and were marched out after 
the manner of a crowd caught in a 
gambling house raided by the police. 

Some managed to escape from their 
dugouts by underground galleries. Oth 
ers who could not escape, though sur- 
rounded, tried to man their machine guns 
and were shot down. Still others fought 
to the death with bayonets and bombs. 
It is estimated that 2,000 Germans caught 
in this trap by less than their own num- 
bers were accounted for.

The prisoners whom the correspondent 
saw were of the Twenty-ninth Prussian 
regiment and were of the sturdiest Ger- 
man soldier type. They looked well and 
their uniforms show few of the usual 
effects of trench struggles. Some of them 
laughed over the manner in which they 
had: been trapped. ; 

Elsewhere the story was of many 
trenches gained, with some lost, and re- 
lentless action throughout the night, the 
infantry laboring in the moist earth fight- 
ing for the possession of waterlogged 
shell craters, while the artillerymen kept 
at their work, hot gun barrels sizzling 
from the rain,

Once when the British troops, caught 
by machine gun fire, had to yield a po- 
sition and found a counter attack de- 
veloping, twenty seconds after their 
8. O. S. signal to the artillery com- 
mander, guns were trained on that 
counter attack with a curtain of fire that 
sent it to cover. 

In the center the British have pushed 
closer to Martinpuich and have taken an 
orchard west of Delville wood, but the 
hottest work probably was on the right. 
Here the Germans kept on reinforcing , 


South of Guillemont the British were 
well forward of the village when aero- 
plane observers saw big forces of Ger- 
mans moving forward in a counter at- 
tack. There was a hurry call to the 
guns and they wiped out the first two 
lines of the advancing waves. The rest 
of the Germans took cover in a ravine. 
Following it they debouched and struck 
the French left, forcing the British to 
yleld some of the ground taken.

Looking at the trench map at head - 
quarters, it seems that the British now 
have Guillemont well in the pinchers, 
and are closing in on Ginchy, the posi- 
tion beyond, thanks particularly to ac- 
tion in the direction of what might be 
called the beverage ” sector where, as 
the British soldiers say, ‘‘ all drinks are 
served hot.“ 

There, as usual, they- have given the 
netghboring German trenches the names 
occurring to them, which happened to 
be Beer alley.“ Ale street.“ Cocoa 
lane,” Coffee boulevard,“ and the like. 

Striking out from Delville wood after 
hard rough and tumble fighting they 
gained a foothold 300 or 400 yards from 
Ginchy.

EQUALIZING TAX BURDENS. 
Chicago, Aug. 19.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. Under our present tax system, 
real estate or so called tangible prop- 
erty bears about 70 per cent of the bur- 
den, as compared with the other 30 per 
cent assessed against all other proper- 
ties classified under the heading of per- 
sonal property, including that which is 
assessed by the state board of equaliza- 
tion. This is unfair on the face of it, 
for besides bearing the burden, real es- 
tate must pay for all improvements, 
such as sewers, sidewalks, and paving, 
and in a way is overburdened by taxa- 
tion, while intangible property cannot 
be taxed in proportion, for it is seldom 
if ever scheduled at even a fair valua- 
tion, and this mostly on-account of our 

antiquated law of uniform taxation. 
Changes in the law must be made to 
in a way equalize the burden so that 
every one that can shall pay their pro- 
portion of taxes for benefits derived 
from police and fire protection, schools, 
libraries, aml parks. In November the 
tax amendment is to be voted upon 
which will authorize the general assem- 
bly to revise our laws, and it should

Jardiniere 1 


S soon as we become the owner of 
a pretty plant like a Boston fern 
or a palm we feel obliged to pro- 
vide a nice jardiniere for it. 
Now, jardinieres. are all right if 
they are managed properly, but nine times 
out of ten they are cared for in such a 
manner that they become a menace to the 
health of the plants that are kept in them. 
If we set the pot containing the plant 
in the jardiniere with nothing under it 
we frequently close off the drainage hole 
in its bottom, and this dams back the 
ter, and scon the soil in the pot be- 
comes sour, and a sour soil is the begin- 
ning of the end for many planta. 
- 


It should be made a habit to pour off | 


all water that has accumulated in the 
jardiniere at least twice a week. We do 
not want it to become foul nor do we 
want it to accumulate in such a quantity 
that it rises about the pot, as it willina 
short time if not given regular attention. 
I have often been called in to see 
what's the matter with my plant.“ and 
found the pot standing in a jardiniere 
half full of water. When the attention 
of the owner was called to the condition 
of things she would seem quite sur- 
prised and wonder how so much water 
came to * — .. oe 
The fact is that when we e 
we somehow get the impression that 
water can be used indiscriminately, and 
swe apply a good deal more than we would 
be likely to if the pot were exposed and 
whatever surplus, water was given 
would show on the stand or window sill. 
As there is no chance of escape for the 
water that runs through the pot and 
collects in the jardiniere save by evap- 
oration, it does not take long for enough |

Some Cooking Points, 

EMEMBBPR that you cannot cook 

economically nor dietetically until 

you can graduate a flame or con- 

serve a bit of heat for just the 

amount of work to be done—no 
more, no less. | 

Remember that if you have melted 
partly or to a whole a standard alumin- 
ium kettie that it took 1,215 degrees 
of heat to do it, and that water can 
no more than boil, no matter how much 
more than 212 degrees of heat the fire 
beneath it can generate. Top of stove 
cooking, except frying in fat, requires no 
more fire than one that will maintain 
a temperature of 212. Do not be de- 
ceived because you oan use so much 
more in bringing cold water quickly to 
a boiling point; most people are. 

Remember that if you clamp a cover 
on a kettle it takes but a pin point of 
fire to keep a bit of boiling water in it 
at a higher than boiling temperature, 
that fs, steam. Vegetables cook in hot 
steam and next to the fire in from one- 
half to one-third the time they do in 
boiling water. 

Remember that the greater surface 
you expose to heat the faster the cook- 
ing is done.
